Representatives  in  attendance  at 
the  annual  meeting  Oct.  4 
heard  progress  reports  by  the 
chairmen  of  various  committees 
that  have  been  at  work  during 
the  past  year  in  the  areas  of 
adult  education  programs,  legis- 
lation and  extended  coverage. 

An  advisory  committee  sub- 
mitted recommendations  on  the 
operation  of  the  Foundation  and 
KUED.  The  station’s  annual  re- 
port was  received  and  discussed 
and  Foundation  funds  were  ap- 
propriated to  pay  the  cost  of 
publishing  the  monthly  schedule 
of  KUED  programs. 

VICE  PRESIDENT  Sandgren 
reported  that  about  three  and  a 
half  million  children  and  250,- 
000  college  students  in  the  Unit- 
ed States  are  being  assisted  by 
television  programs  in  many 
states.  He  stated  that  non-com- 
mercial educational  television 
stations  serve  an  area  with  a 
population  of  about  60  million 
people  and  that  approximately 
30  per  cent  of  the  TV  homes 
within  range  of  such  stations 
watch  educational  programs. 
These  figures  are  based  on  a 
bulletin  recently  issued  by  the 
Federal  Communications  Com- 
mission.

Restoration  of  the  bachelor’s 
degree  for  students  in  the  Arch- 
aeological Dept,  has  been  auth- 
orized this  year  by  the  BYU 
Administration,  according  to  Dr. 
Ross  T.  Christensen,  Dept,  chair- 
man. 

This  move,  which  became  ef- 
fective with  first  semester  reg- 
istration, allowed  students  to  de- 
clare archaeology  as  their  ma- 
jor subject  for  the  first  time 
since  1958. 

THE  BACCALAUREATE  ma- 
jor in  archaeology  was  discon- 
tinued in  1958  by  the  Adminis- 
tration. At  that  time  is  was  felt 
that  students  might  not  be  able 
to  find  employment  upon  the 
completion  of  their  degree,  said 
Dr.  Christensen. 

Prior  to  1958,  anthropology 
was  included  in  the  Archaeology 
Dept.  However,  in  1958,  anthro- 
pology was  combined  with  the 
Sociology  Dept.,  and  it  was  the 
Administration’s  hope,  stated 
Dr.  Christensen,  that  students 
would  seek  their  degree  in  that 
department.  Also,  it  was  their 
desire  to  convert  the  Archaeol- 
ogy Dept,  into  a great  research 
center. 

“SINCE  THAT  TIME,”  said 
Dr.  Christensen,  “it  has  been 
discovered  that  many  students 
simply  don’t  want  to  major  in 
anthropology  and  sociology,  but 
want  to  declare  their  major  as 
archaeology.” 

Dr.  Christensen  mentioned 
that  the  emphasis  in  the  depart- 
ment would  continue  to  be  on 
advanced  research  and  publica- 
tion. 

With  the  restoration  of  the 
bachelor’s  degree,  11  students, 
including  seven  freshmen,  de- 
clared their  major  in  archaeol- 
ogy.

BYU,  rated  a two  touchdown 
underdog,  could  conceivably 
come  up  with  an  upset,  although 
it  is  not  likely.  The  outcome  of 
the  game  will  no  doubt  be  de- 
cided in  the  opposing  lines. 

The  Utes,  while  only  averag- 
ing 207  pounds  per  man  in  the 
line,  have  proven  their  worth  in 
earlier  games.  In  their  first  en- 
counter they  steamrollered  Colo- 
rado State,  40-0.  In  their  second 
game  they  nearly  pulled  the  up- 
set of  the  year,  holding  Wiscon- 
sin to  ohe  touchdown  while  ios- 
ing  7-0.  Since  then  the  Utes  have 
stopped  Oregon  14-6  and  Ari- 
zona State  28-26. 

THE  COUGARS  of  BYU  have 
been  somewhat  less  impressive, 
winning  only  one  game  in  four. 

BYU  will  put  together  a line 
averaging  200  pounds  and  a 
backfield  tipping  the  scales  at 
179  pounds.  The  Utes,  while 
smaller  in  the  backfield  at  176 
pounds,  are  considerably  faster. 

SINCE  IT’S  inception,  the 
BYU-Utah  rivalry  has  been  one 
of  the  most  lop-sided  series  in 
collegiate  football  history.  The 
Redskins  have  won  30,  the  Cou- 
gars have  triumphed  in  two  of 
the  games  and  there  have  been 
four  ties.  The  inter-state  rivalry 
began  in  1922  when  Utah 
trounced  the  Cougars  49-0.  The 
last  year  that  BYU  won  was  in 
1958.  The  score  was  14-7.
